HAv/KESBURY  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  Council's  pumping  station  at  Kilcot  Valley  has  functioned 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  nevi/  connections  have  been  made  to 
farms  and  cottages. 

The  average  daily  consumption  has  been  48, 99^  gallons  giving  a 
total  of  17,729^710  gallons  for  the  year,  being  a  slight  increase  of  that 
for  1991*  maximum  rest  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  has  been  19ft., 

and  a  minimum  rest  level  of  above  the  floor  of  the  well,  below  which 

a  bore  hole  12"  diameter  to  a  depth  of  24*. 

Water  from  the  well  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  as  a 
precautionary  measure,  the  residual  chlorine  being  0,1  parts  per  million 
in  the  output  w'ater  at  the  pump  house.

Regular  samnles  of  rag  flock  are  taken  from  tne  licensed  premises 
and  the  Analyst *s  reports  in  each  case  shov/  that  the  samples  satisf^^  the 
prescribed  tests.
